YEAR ON PROBATION

| WHO REMAILED MAIL 


Cleo R. Kidd, a letter carrier 
who got tired of walking and took 
his letter-filled pouch home with 
him last March 9, attempted to 
avoid detection by remailing the 
letters. 


Clerks at the Soulard post of- 
fice branch caught on the next 
day, however, when they noticed 
a large batch of canceled mail 
coming through. Kidd was ar- 
rested and today pleaded guilty 
before United States District 
Judge George H. Moore of de- 
laying the mail. He was placed 
on probation for one year.

TOKYO, March 28 (AP)—Com- 
munists shot down and captured 
Capt. William B. Smart, a Marine 
pilot from Leesville, La., in North 


Korea yesterday. A _ helicopter 
rescued him minutes later under 
cover of machine-gun fire. 

Smart’s fighter-bomber was hit 
by anti-aircraft fire. When he 
bailed out, fellow pilots radioed 
the Third Air Rescue Squadron. 

When Smart’s parachute land- 
ed, Red troops disarmed him and 
forced him to lie on the ground. 
But a helicopter. piloted by Lt. 
John R. Calhoun of St. Joseph,

TRUMAN RETURNS 
FEELING FINE BUT 
MUM ON HIS PLANS 


Delighted to Be Back in 
Remodeled White 
House — Speaks To- 


morrow Night, 


WASHINGTON, March 28 (AP) 
—President Truman, back from 
Florida feeling “‘never better in 
my life,” still is keeping mum on 
whether he feels like running for 
another term. 

Returning last night from a 
three-week vacation in Key West, 
the sun-tanned President obvious- 
ly was delighted to move back 
into the remodeled White House 
after living more than three years 
across Pennsylvania avenue in 
Blair house. 

Standing at the front door of 
the mansion, he only smiled and 
continued to keep everyone guess- 
ing when General Services Ad- 
ministrator Jess Larson alluded 
to the $5,671,000 reconstruction 
job and said: 

“If you. want to do this job 
over again in a couple of years, 
I'll be glad to supervise it for 
you.” 

Sidestepping the suggestion he 
might still be the White House 
occupant then, the President. re- 
plied: 

“Thank you, Jess, but I hope 
it willenever have to be done 
over again.” 

Reporters had no better luck 
when Truman stepped jauntily 
from his plane, The Independ- 
ence, at National Airport. 

In between a -welcome-home 
hug from Mrs. Truman and hand- 
shakes with members of his Cab- 
inet, the President was asked 
whether he had anything to say 
about published reports that: 

1. He had asked Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson of Illinois to become 
the administration ‘candidate 
for President. 

2. Stevenson had _ said, * po- 
litely but firmly, nothing 
doing, 

“No comment,” the President 
tossed over his shoulder. 

And back came a crisp “no”

In war-surplus disposal con- 
tracts there is a covenant which 
reads: 

“THe successful bidder warrants 
he has not employed any person 
to solicit or secure this contract 
upon any agreement for a com- 
mission, percentage, brokerage or 
contingent fees.” Under this pro- 
vision, it is possible for the Gov- 
ernment to recover the property 
or the $25,000. 

Senator Kem made public a let- 
ter about the Streett & Co. trans- 
action written by Jess Larson, 
General Services administrator, to 
Senator John L. McClellan (Dem.),

Bill in Senate Would Give Rail 
Revenue to U.S. During Seizure 


Murray Measure Would Provide First for 
Operating Expenses During Strikes, 
‘Just Compensation’ for Companies. 


WASHINGTON, March 28 ee 
—Chairman James E. Murray 
(Dem.), Montana, of the Senate 
Labor Committee introduced a 
bill today to convert “token” 
Government seizure of railroads 
during labor disputes into out- 
right Government operation. 

The measure provides that the | 
Government take the revenue | 
from railroads seized in labor dis- 
putes. The revenue would be 
used to pay operating expenses 
and “just compensation” to the 
rail companies, with any balance 
going to the Treasury. 

Murray’s bill would apply to) 
the present situation under which | 
the Government technically has 
been operating the railroads | 
sinc@® Aug. 27, 1950, as a result | 
of disputes involving railroad 
trainmen, conductors, engineers 
and firemen. 


Murray told a reporter that the 
present type of Government oper- | 
ation amounts merely to “token | 
seizure,” with the railway man- 
agements continuing to direct 
operations and to handle the 
profits. 

“It just stymies the possibility 
of settlement,” he said. “All the 
railroads have to do is to con- 
tinue the token Government op- 
eration indefinitely and make no 
effort to reach an understand- 
ing.” 

He issued a statement later say- 
ing the only effect he could see 
from the 1950 seizure was that it 
stalled all efforts at getting a 
settlement. 

He said Government seizure 
should be “sufficiently onerous 
that it will not be used as a buck- 


passing device.” 


His bill calls for Government 
operation of railroads by a “board 
of control” appointed by the Pres- 
ident. Payments to the railroads 
would be fixed by a board of com- 
pensation, also named by the 
President, but its decisions would 
be subject to appeal to the United 
States court of claims. 


In fixing compensation, the 
board would be required to con- 
sider that the Government seized 
railroads when a strike was in 
effect or threatened and that the 
lines would be released when 
agreements were reached.

Order Barring Railway Strike Is 
Extended. 


CLEVELAND, March 28 (AP)— 
A federal judge has extended to 
April 10 a temporary order re- 
straining unions of engineers, 
firemen and conductors from 
striking against the railroads, 


With the consent of both the 
Government and the unions -in- 
volved, Judge Emerich B. Freed 
continued his restraining order of 
March 11 beyond its original ex- 
piration time of next Monday. 


It was that order which ended 
a three-day strike against the New 
York Central lines west of Buf- 
falo and the St. Louis Terminal 
Association. About 5000 strikers 
walked off their jobs in an effort 
to force action on their three- 
year-old demands for work rule 
changes, a 40-hour week for yard 
duty, and pay raises. 


An extension of the restraining 
order was needed because hearing 
of a Government request for a 
temporary injunction probably 
will last into next week.

SALTON SEA RISING, 
ATOMIC CENTER 
MOVING FACILITIES 


INDIO, Calif., March 28 (AP)— 
The Salton sea, 237.3 feet below 
sea level, has risen two feet since | 
last October and has forced the 
relocation of runways and other | 
facilities of the Sandy Beach | 
atomic energy base. 

The 40-mile-long body of water 
is causing thousands of dollars’ | 
damage to docks, piers and pri- | 
vate property. 

Imperial Irrigation District au- 
thorities said yesterday that the 
sea has gained about 583,000,000 
tons of water in the last six 
months. Storms have contributed 
only a small portion of this, seep- 
age and natural inflow being 
chiefly responsible. 

Water authorities say it is im- 
possible to estimate when the rise 
will stop, but that engineering 
studies indicate it may continue 
at the rate of about 15 inches a 
year. 

The Salton sea, chiefly in the 
Imperial and Coachella valleys, a.

Apart the tussle over re- 
gional defense, the most impor- 
tant battle that Vandenberg fought 
pertained to the power granted 
to each of the Big Five to exer- 
cise the veto in the Security 
Council. 

MAY 20, 1945: DIARY: 

“Another serious problem arose 
today. Rockefeller raised it with 
Dulles, who asked that Stassen 
and I sit in. The Yalta ‘veto’ as 
now intérpreted indludes a ‘veto’ 
for the Big Five even on prelimi- 
nary discussion and investigation 
of disputes by the Security Coun- 
cil. ... The ‘veto’ is bad enough 
under any circumstances, but 
when it can stop the whole pro- 
cess of peaceful inquiry, it be- 
comeés at this point utterly inde- 
fensible. 

“We are in the unfortunate po- 
sition of being bound by our own 
State Department interpretation 
that Yalta includes this total ‘veto’ 
(which, of course, is the Russian 
position). It means, in plain lan- 
guage, that the Russians can raise 
Hell all over the world, through 
satellites and ‘fifth columns, and 
stop the new League from even 
inquiring into it. It is the worst 
of our legacies from Roosevelt. 

“What a tragedy that F.D.R. 
could not have lived through this 
conference. Under the circum- 
stances as they have developed 
(particularly with Russia violating 
her Yalta pledges all over the 
world), I do not doubt for an 
instant that he would force a 
showdown with Stalin not only on 
the pledges but also on this criti- 
cal problem at Frisco. 

“T have recommended that Stet- 
tinius put the matter up to Tru- 
‘man, suggesting that he ask 
Stalin to agree to this very mod- 
est change in the ‘veto’ lest our 
stubborn adherence to this re- 
pugnant thing may either wreck 
the conference or ultimately 
‘shock the moral conscience of 
the country and the world.” 

Big Crisis. 
MAY 26, 1945: DIARY: 

“Every weekend has its crisis. 
This week it is the revolt of the 
lesser powers against the extreme 
interpretation of the Yalta ‘veto.’ 
... The Big Fivé is in disagree- 
ment itself over this interpreta- 
tion. . . . Once more the whole 
thing hangs on Gromyko, who is 
‘awaiting instruction’ from Mos- 
cow.” 

JUNE 2, 1945: DIARY: 

“The BIG crisis broke last 
night. Gromyko was ready with 
his answer from Moscow to the 
main question bedeviling the 
conference — namely, shall the 
Big Five be able to ‘veto’ even a 
discussion or consideration of a 
question brought to the Security 
Council? We have been waiting 
10 days for this. The answer— 
RUSSIA demands her ‘veto’ even 
on FREE SPEECH in the Coun- 
cil. It is Yalta carried to the 
final, absurd extreme. When 
Gromyko made his report to us 
in the Penthouse, we all knew 
that we had reached the ‘zero 
hour’ of this great adventure. 
. . » Did it mean the immediate 
break-up of the conference? Did 
it mean going on to a Charter 
without Russia?” 

JUNE 3, 1945: DIARY: 

“My view is that we must get 
a Charter whether Russia likes it 
or signs it or not. It is desper- 
ately important that she should 
sign. But it is no less important 
that WE should not stultify our 
souls.” 

Ambassador Averell Harriman 
had been joined in Moscow by 
Harry Hopkins, and the two of 
them were trying to bring Stalin 
to reason. Secretary Stettinius 
sent them a message from San 
Francisco, apparently on his own 


every now and then Vandenberg 
no” within the United States dele- 


kins at Moscow direct. Stettinius 
whispered to me at a dinner last 
night that he had a late flash 
from the State Department that 
the thing looks encouraging. We 
shall see. 

“Meanwhile .. . Stassen circu- 
lated a memo today in which he 
said the ‘veto’ crisis is not a 
paramount thing (quite different 
from Stassen’s attitude two days 
ago). He said we might go ahead; 
leave the ‘veto’ interpretation 
open; and simply put the rival 
American and Russian versions 
on the record. ... Dulles and I 
countered with a memo under- 
scoring the desperate importance 
of not backing down from our 
position and pointing out that the 
‘veto issue’ is now symbolic of an 
infinitely larger problem involv- 
ing American international pres- 
tige. ... We also said: ‘Many if 
not most of the nations of the 
world are under strong p/essure 


through internal penetration. ... 
If the United States—the greatest 
and most powerful nation of the 
world—is not willing ... to stand 
firm, then theseother nations will 
themselves in other matters readi- 
ly fall in with U.S.S.R. policies. 
The result will be to leave the 
United States in a position of 
greatly increased and dangerous 
isolation.” 
Tension Keeps Rising. 

The argument about the veto 
had arisen at San Francisco on 
May 20. Tension kept rising; feel- 
ings kept getting more and more 
exacerbated, not only in the 
American delegation but among 
the nations of the world. At that 
time the public at large did not 
know precisely what was going 
on, because there Was a tendency 
in the U.N. delegations not ex- 
actly to suppress the news, but 


to keep quiet for fear of rocking 
the boat. At the end of three 
nerve-wracking weeks: 


JUNE 7, 1945: DIARY: : 
“AMERICA WINS! The ‘veto’ 
crisis broke today—and it broke 
our way. Gromyko asked Stet- 
tinius for a 3 o’clock meeting of 
the Big Five, at the same time 
advising him of the Moscow de- 
cision. The Secretary immediate- 
ly sent for Connally and me and 
told us the news. It is a complete 
and total surrender.... I think 
every one is convinced that the 
blunt, unconditional 
which Stettinius sent to Mos- 
cow turned the trick. I hope some 
of our people have learned a les- 
son. Many of them were begin- 
ning to weaken under the ‘war 
of nerves.’ If Stalin had held out, 
I am afraid we would have been 
under heavy pressure from some 
of our own people to yield... . 
In my opinion, this victory this 
afternoon far transcends the lim- 
ited sphere of the actual decision 
itself. I think it restores a sink- 
ing American prestige at home 
and abroad: that it gives the new 
Peace League a chance. I think 
it also shows just how we can get 
along with Russia.” 

Recalis Foch Statement. 
JUNE 8, 1945: DIARY: 

“Now that the ‘big battle’ is 
over, I find myself recalling what 
Marshal Foch said—‘He wins bat- 
tles who holds out the last 15 
minutes.” 

“Bert Andrew wrote in the New 
York Herald Tribune that ‘ob- 
servers ... were aware that the 
two men who have most consist- 
ently fought against any weaken- 
ing of the American position are 
Senator Vandenberg and John 
Foster Dulles.’ I believe that’s 
right—adding Stettinius himself 
and Assistant Secretary Jimmy 
Dunn.” 

JUNE 11, 194F: DIARY:

B Sell the Barge Line? 


. 
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After 28 years’ operation as an experimental 
demonstration, the Federal Barge Line has come 
to a parting of the stream. Its equipment has 
grown so obsolete and costly to operate that it 
anticipates a loss of nearly a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars next year and nearly half a mil- 
lion dollars the year after nexf. To modernize 
would cost between $12,000,000 and $17,000,000. 
Is it worth it, or has the experiment served its 
purpose, the demonstration been completed? 

The original purpose of the experiment was 
to demonstrate that water freight service could 
be provided on the Mississippi, Missouri, Illi- 
nois and certain other rivers, and so induce 
private operators to take over. In more than 
a quarter-century of demonstration more than 
100 private companies have been so induced. 

The president of the American Waterways 
Operators, Chester C. Thompson, concedes that 
the purpose for which the Federal Barge Line 
was established has been achieved. Henry A. 
Wallace, when he was Secretary of Commerce, 
proposed to sell the line. 

The Brookings Institution, an independent re- 
search organization, studied the subject on as- 
signment from the Commission on Organization 
of the Executive Branch of the Government. 
It too recommended that Government operation 
be brought to an end. | 

The objection most often raised is that the 
line should not be sold unless the private pur- 
chasers agree to continue providing the same 
low-priced service for freight in quantities of 
less than bargeload. Bulk movements in bag- 
load lots do not go begging, but less-than-barge- 
load shipments cost more to solicit, assemble, 
load and: unload—and to transport if the barge 
must go part-empty. 

If a private operator of the present Federal 
Barge Line could provide this service profitably, 
and if he could maintain the same tariffs, that 
would be fine. But we have not heard any con- 
vincing reasons why the Government should 
permanently subsidize barge rates that do not 
pay for the cost of the service, or a type of 
shipment that it is unbusinesslike for a barge 
line to carry. 

The indications are plain, as agreed upon by 
an impressive array of authorities, that the ex- 
periment of the Federal Barge Line has served 
its usefulness, and that its operations would 
better be performed from now on by private 
hands. 


Score for Freedom in Chile 

Three newspaper editors and two radio news 
commentators were arrested in Santiago, Chile, 
and imprisoned. The charges against them, 
brought by a onetime Chilean cabinet member, 
were that the newsmen had “defamed” him. 
Circulo de Periodistas, an organization of pro- 
fessional newspaper men in Chile, protested 
that the charges were a “smoke screen.” Still 
the victims stayed locked up. Then the Inter- 
American Press Association entered in. 


This is the organization of North, Central and 
South American editors and publishers and news 
writers which, at its meeting last year at Monte- 
video, blasted Peron for killing La Prensa. 
Through Jules Dubois, chief of the Latin Amer- 
ican bureau of the Chicago Tribune in Panama, 
the Inter-American Press Association’s protest 
was lodged with the proper officials in Santiago. 
Now the five are out of jail. 

Enter a score for freedom of the press in 
South America—and also score for a new organ- 
ization which has already done a lot of good up 
and down the Americas. 
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Police Board’s Opportunity 

Three of the four St. Louis Police Board 
members have completed a surprising about- 
face, a turn inspiring hope the whole board in- 
tends marching in harmony toward the goal the 
people have set for it—a Police Department sec- 
ond to none in the country. 

Little more than a*month ago, Commissioners 
Church, Ostertag and Reidy were attempting to 
put over the dubious transfer of 17 high-ranking 
officers “for the good of the service.” But 
aroused public opinion forced them to back 
down. Now they have publicly praised tae de- 
partment’s captains and lieutenants for their 
work of the last few months. 

In effect the three commissioners now are 
lined up with Board President Roberts and 
Mayor Darst, both of whom opposed the out- 
rageous shakeup proposed last month. Their 
new position should go far toward healing the 
wound to police morale caused by the attempted 
transfers. 

The board can and should go much farther 
than that. It can take the important step of put- 
ting police promotions under a system of merit 
and fitness that would eliminate the possibility of 
political favoritism. Not only would this improve 
morale; it would demonstrate the board’s com- 
plete sincerity, and do more for departmental 
efficiency than any other single act possible. 
Will the board accept this new challenge? 


Trieste Is Hot Again 

Rioting in Rome, Naples and other Italian 
cities for the return of Trieste to Italy has again 
brought the Allies face to face with one of their 
most embarrassing diplomatic problems. An an- 
nouncement that representatives of the United 
States, Britain and Italy will soon meet for the 
purpose of giving Italy greater authority in the 
important Adriatic port may have helped to 
quiet the demonstrators, but it has not made 
life any easier for the diplomats. 


At the time of the 1948 Italian elections, it 
seemed safe enough to guarantee the city’s re- 
turn to Italy. The only other claimant was Tito 
of Yugoslavia. He had not yet broken away drom 
Moscow, so he did not get much consideration. 
The main object then was to get out as many 
non-Communist votes as possible in Italy, and 
for them Trieste was wonderful bait. 


But since Tito has changed sides, we and the 
British are understandably more reluctant to or- 
der the Yugoslats out of that part of ‘Trieste 
which they are administering under United Na- 
tions authority. For that very reason London and 
Washington have been stalling on the Trieste 
issue. They can hardly be very eager for a set- 
tlement now since it is hard to see just what 
can be offered Tito for the relinquishment of 
his claims. It is true that he has been more ready 
in the last two years to negotiate with Rome, 
but the Italiams have been reluctant to bargain 
with him. 

Difficult as these circumstances are, there is 
nevertheless the possibility that Italy may be 
given a real voice in the government of the 
British-American zone of the free territory. The 
original plan to have all of Trieste under a 
United Nations Governor seems dead as dead can 
be. So there is the possibility that eventually 
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the British and the Americans might withdraw 
from their zone in favor of the Italians, leaving 
the Yugoslavs in the other zone. In effect that 


would create twoTriestes side by side, one Ital-

cept such a settlement. Short of that there can

The Choice for Germans 
As anticipated, the Western powers have re- 
jected the Soviet proposals for Germany without 
completely closing the door to negotiations. The 
door does not, however, seem to be in imminent 


danger of opening very wide. 


The Big Three say they are not ready to dis- 
cuss a treaty for Germany until “conditions have 
been created” for free elections, which could 
take a long time. The intention apparently is 
to postpone any immediate negotiations for uni- 
fication or a treaty, and meanwhile to proceed 
with the program of integrating Western Ger- 
many into the NATO alliance. : 

It was not to be expected that the NATO 
program would be dropped merely because 
Russia sent a note, but the question does arise 
whether the Western leaders are looking far 
enough ahead. The Soviet initiative was directed 
not so much at the West as at the German peo- 
ple. The big question about our own policy is 
not whether it satisfies us but whether it can 
compete successfully with the Soviet program in 
the minds of the Germans. : 

The Russians are offering the Germans a 
national armed force and a national armaments 
industry. Theoretically they would limit this 
military power to the level necessary for de- 
fense, and they would require Germany to stay 
out of any military alliances, but within these 
limitations the Germans would be free to run 
their own show. 

To a great many Germans that prospect may 
have a strong attraction. Our own program for 
rearming them has met strong opposition pre- 
cisely because it does deny them a national 
army and precisely because it does commit them 
to the Westérn military alliance and to indefinite 
Western occupation. 

This opposition has been held in check, mo 
mentarily, by making concessions in the direc- 
tion of greater German equality and fuller sov- 
ereignty. But to a German it may appear that 
the Soviets are offering him the real thing—at 
the price of military neutrality—while the West 
offers a pale substitute. 

How accurately does the Adenauer govern- 
ment, the mainstay of the Western program, 
reflect basic German sentiment? This may prove 
to be the crucial question. The Western policy 
works so long as we have the West Germans 
with us, but if the day ever comes when the 
West Germans turn instead to the Socialists and 
nationalists who favor the kind of neutralism 
Russia is offering, we had better be ready to 
face more difficulties than any we have yet 
encountered. 


Mr. Marion Does His Stuff 


In the press of so-called world events, we have 
been overlooking the news from the baseball 
training camps, particularly the series at Tucson. 
This lapse we will correct right now.. Those 16 
Brownie hits, including two home runs and two 
triples, adding up to an 11-to-2 victory over the 
Indians, are a surer sign of spring than the 
vernal equinox a few days ago. But what must 
really delight the soul of every St. Louis base- 
ball fan, Knotholers as well, was Marty Marion’s 
record for the day—three flawless putouts, four 
speedy assists and a great big 385-foot round 
trip blow with two of his pals on base. One 
swallow doesn’t make a summer and a homer 
like that in spring training doesn’t count in 
the year’s statistics, but it is a good omen as 
sure as Old Man River wends his way to the sea. 
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Subpenas and Suspense 

Senator McCarran’s Judiciary Committee seems 
less interested in permitting an investigation of 
federal corruption than in preventing Newbold 
Morris from making this investigation. 

Last week the committee shelved a bill to give 
Morris the power of subpena. Now the Nevada 
Senator has introduced a substitute to grant 
such powers to an investigator named by the 
White House and confirmed by the Senate. But 
this measure is frankly aimed at denying Morris 
the use of these powers. 

Morris is the man already namgd as investiga- 
tor by the President, without the necessity for 
confirmation. Senator McCarran apparently 
thinks that if his new bill is passed, the Senate 
will not confirm Morris. And if the bill is not 
passed it will at least keep Morris from doing 
an effective job of inquiry. 

No investigator could do much investigating 
without thé power of subpena. There is no other 
way legally to seize records and compel witnes- 
ses to testify under oath. Without such authority; 
an investigator would have to beg for informa- 
tion from those he was trying to investigate. 

Even if the Senators doubted that an investi- 
gator would prove vigorous, they would have lit- 
tle reason to withhold the subpena power from 
him. A weak investigator would simply not make 
full use of the power. But any use of the subpena 


should help to bring out some hidden facts about © 


official life, and these are what the public is 
impatient to know. 

The Judiciary Committee has declared no con- 
fidence in a project before it hag even been be- 
gun, but the worst of the present impasse is that 
it is delaying any investigation at all. 
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Convincing the Governor 
St. Louis Comptroller Milton Carpenter’s so- 
bering report on the city’s serious financial 
plight ought to convince Gov. Smith of the cold 
necessity of signing the earnings tax enabling 
bill. As Mr. Carpenter showed, the tax holds out 


_the only real hope of solving the city’s increas- 


ingly desperate financial difficulties. 

Mr. Carpenter’s figures tell the story. Depart- 
ment heads have asked for $50,241,000 for the 
coming fiscal year. Income fs estimated at only 
$39,500,000. This would leave an operating deficit 
of almost. $11,000,000. But if budget requests 
could be trimmed to the $42,600,000 the city 


‘ will spend this year—an extremely difficult as- 


signment—the deficit could be cut to $3,100,000. 
This is slightly less than the earnings tax would 
produce, since it probably would be in effect 
for only half the year. 

Gov. Smith also might listen to appeals from 
the AFL Building Trades’ Council, with 27,000 
members, and the AFL Carpenters’ Council, with 
7000. Both organizations estimate that perhaps 
40 per cent of their members live outside the 
city. : 

Nevertheless they have indorsed the tax as es- 
sential to the city’s welfare. In doing so, they 
have taken a realistic attitude toward an ex- 
tremely vexing situation. Surely the Governor 
will do no less,

THE GOWN OF GLORY, by we Sligh Turnbull. 

(Houghton, Mifflin Co., 403 pgs., $3.75.)

THE WITHERED BRANCH, by D. S. Savage. (Pellegrini 
& Cudahy, $3.50.) 


Mr. Savage is an iconoclast among crit- 
ics. He strikes into the temple, and soon 
the air is loud with the sound of crashing 
idols. In this study of six novelists (five of 
them British) he finds Virginia Woolf 
“tenuous, amorphous and vague,” while 
Hemingway epitomizes “a of cul- 
ture in which all the inw values are 
vanishing.” E. M. Forster leaves him with 
“misgivings,” and Aldous Huxley impresses 
him as a “novelist of futility.” In short, 
there is little in the state of letters today 
to please Mr. Savage’s melancholy eye. He 
feels we have ehtered an age of spiritual 
disintegration, which is reflected in a gen- 
eral artistic failure. It remains to be added 
that the author lays about him in an icily 
disdainful prose which persuades the read- 
er to stay with tim even when he disagrees 
most violently with his choleric convictions.

Our Note Overlooks German Political Facts 


HERE are a few facts and a date which have to be kept in mind

The foreign policy of the 
Adenauer Government is calcu- 
lated from this base line. The 
policy is consummate the legal 
integration of Western Germany 
into the European Defense Com- 
munity before the 1953 elections. 

The theory of the policy is that 
while there is not now a popular 
majority in Western Germany for 
Trearmament within the Atlantic 
alliance, the West Germans can 
be persuaded to acquiesce in that 
if it is an accomplished fact be- 
fore they have a chance to vote. 

The Adenauer Government be- 
lieves it can induce the West 
German voters not to break up 
what will then be—they hope—a 
going concern with Germany an 
increasingly influential member 
of the Western World. 


Planning Adenauer’s Defeat. 


This is the situation to which 
are addressed the Soviet notes of 
March 10 and the three identical 
notes of March 25. The. Soviet 
Government has set out to inter- 
fere with Dr. Adenauer’s decision 
to tie up with the West and to get 
his policy ratified in the 1953 
West German elections. 

To do this, the Soviet Govern- 
ment is using two plans which 
supplement each other. The one 
would do away with the 1953 West 
German elections by superseding 
them with an all-German election. 

The other woos the German 
nation away from Dr. Adenauer 
and is designed to bring about his 
defeat, even if there are West 
German elections, rather than an 
all-German election, in 1953. : 

The object of our note is, man- 
ifestly, to support Dr. Adenauer’s 
policy—namely to avert a sterile 
and confusing four-power confer- 
ence about Germany and to avert 
also an all-German .election dur- 
ing the next 16 months—that is 
to say, before the Adenauer Gov- 
ernment has signed up with the 
West and has had a chance to 
prove the theory that the West 
Germans will ratify the accom- 
plished fact. 

I hope I am wrong, but I am 
very much afraid that our note 
has been sent, so to speak, to the 
wrong address—that it is ad- 
dressed less to the Germans, for 
whose support the Soviet Union 
is bidding so strongly, than it is 
addressed to American and French 
public opinion. 


Where We Are Impotent. 


The note is emphatic about free 
all-German elections and about 
the German frontiers. Both are 
matters of the greatest impert- 
ance and of the profoundest inter- 
est to the Germans, But what we 
must not forget is that on both 
these questions it is the Soviet 
Government and not we who have 
the last word, The Soviets hold 
East Germany, which is not free 
to have free elections, and they 
hold all the amputated portions 
of pre-war Germany, excepting 
only the Saar. 

The Soviets can release East 
Germany whereas we cannot do 
that. They can negotiate the 
Eastern frontiers whereas we con- 
not. Is it good diplomacy to stake 
our position in Europe on issues 
where we are obviously impotent, 
where the Germans know only 
too well that we are impotent? 

I do not understand our posi- 
tion about elections. To hold the 
free all-German elections we are 
now committed to would discom- 
bobulate completely the whole 
Adenauer policy of integration 
with the West, which rightly or 
wrongly is for the time being our 
German policy. 

What stands between Dr. Ade- 
mauer and the all-German elec- 
tion which he must avoid before 
1953? Nothing except the Soviet 
Government’s refusal to let the 
U.N. commission of investigation 
study and report on conditions in 
_ Soviet zone and in East Ber- 

in. 

What are we going to do if the 
Soviet Government comes back 
and says, as Soviet broadcasts are

Russia Might Accept Vote. 


We should be very careful not 
to entrap ourselves in the notion 
that the Soviet Government could 
not, because of the very nature 
of the Soviet state, agree to free 
all-German elections. 

The Soviet Government could 
quite conceivably agree to them 
if they were reasonably certain 
that free all-German elections 
would mean the defeat of Aden- 
auer and of the Germans who are 
willing to integrate themselves 
with the West. 

The way in which our note 
raises the explosive question of 
the German frontiers is, I cannot 
help feeling, ill-considered. If it 
had been thoroughly considered, 
the note would have been more 
accuraté, 

It says “the United States Gov- 

ernment would recall that in Tact 
no definitive German frontiers 
were laid down by the Potsdam 
decisions, which clearly provided 
that the final determination of 
territorial questions must await 
the peace settlement.” 
This is correct for the Eastern 
territories which were placed 
“under the administration of the 
Polish state” until “the final de- 
limitation of the western frontier 
of Poland” which was to “await 
the peace settlement.” 


Our Note Inaccurate. 


But our note is not correct 
about what the Potsdam protocol 
describes as “the city of Koenigs- 
berg and the adjacent area.” They 
are now incorporated in the So- 
viet Union. While legal title to 
that German territory cannot pass 
until there is a peace treaty, the 
Potsdam protocol says that “the 
President of the United States 
and the British Prime Minister 
have declared that they will sup- 
port the proposal of the confer- 
ence at the forthcoming peace 
settlement.” 

‘The only reservation to this 
conmitment is that “the ultimate 
trensfer to the Soviet Union” is 
to be “subject to expert exam- 
ina.ion of the actual frontier.” 
Now that we have raised the 
question of the German frontiers, 
where are we? There are three 
parcels of territory which the Ger- 
mans would like to recover. One 
is this Koenigsberg area where we 
have committed ourselves. The 
second is the territory under Pol- 
ish administration. There we can 
refuse to recognize the Polish 
title. 

But we cannot recover any of 
the ground for Germany, except 


on the other hand, with or with- 
out Polish participation and con- 
sent, can negotiate about these 
frontiers. 


What About the Saar? 


The third parcel is the Saar, 
which is integrated economically 
with France and is politically au- 
tonomous under French protec- 
tion. Are we prepared to start 
trading about that in a general 
free-for-all with the Russians 
about the frontiers of Germany? 

It is a mistake to have raised 
the frontier question in this way 
—as a propagandist action against 
the Soviets. We cannot hope to 
win the propaganda contest in 
this field. Our true interest is to 
prevent the Soviet Government 
from using the frontiers for its 


purposes. 

The note, which is a dreary and 
timid little affair, as undistin- 
guished in its style as it is un- 
inspiring in its content, does not 
do justice to the great interests 
and to the true strength of the 
West. It is almost certainly one of 
a series that will have to come 
along, and perhaps there is reason 
to hope that we shall do a lot 
better the next time.

WALTER J. DONNELLY LIKELY 
TO BE U.S. ENVOY TO BONN 


BONN, March 28 (AP)—Walter

probably during July, a high 
American official said yesterday.

FECT OF BODY SALT 
CHANGES DIKE 


Tritt Memorial Lecture Given 
by Dr. C. A. Moyer of 
Washington U. 


Illnesses caused by changes in 
body salt solution were analyzed 
by Dr. Carl A. Moyer, professor 
of survery at Washington Univer- 
sity School of Medicine, in deliv- 
ering the fifth annual Jack H. 
Tritt Memorial Lecture last night. 

When brine of the body be- 
comes too weak, the result can be 
severe headaches, high blood 
pressure and finally convulsions, 
he reported, and when the salt 
solution becomes too strong, high 
ag mania and death may fol- 
ow, 

A strong salt solution is given 
to correct brine weakness, while 
water is used to counter excessive 
brine strength. Dr. Moyer said 
results in correcting the physio- 
logic disturbances can be obtained 
in two to four hours. 

He pointed out that findings in 
this field apply to various hot 
weather illnesses. When a per- 
son does not drink water in sum- 
mer heat, the salt solution in his 
body may become too strong; 
when he drinks too much water, 
the salt concentration is insuf- | 
ficient and muscle cramps may 
develop. Salt tablets help restore 
brine strength. 

Dr. Moyer spoke at the nurses’ 
home of Jewish Hospital. Friends 
of Dr. Jack Harold Tritt estab- 
lished the lecture as a memorial 
to the physician, a resident at 
Jewish Hospital, who died in 1947

Laying out of representative and 
senatorial districts by the St. Louis 
Election Board and St. Louis 
County Council was a legislative 
rather than a juidicial act, the 
judges said. 

Lawyers for the league and for 
other plaintiffs, discussing pos- 
sibility of injunction proceedings 
initiated in circuit court, said 
they were doubtful that such ac- 
tion, even if successful, could be 
completed in time to be effective. 

William J. Becker, counsel for 
James McNary and Thomas 
Dunne, the two Democratic mem- 
bers of the County Council, who 
sued to throw out the representa- 
tive districts as laid out by the 
council, said he was considering 
a mandamus action. 

‘Could File at Large.’ 


“Candidates could attempt to 
file at large, ignoring the new 
districts,” Becker said. “These 
filings, of course, would be re- 
fused by the Election Board and 
Secretary of State, on the ground 
that filings should be according 
to the districts as laid out. 

“The candidates then could go 
directly to the Supreme Court with 
a mandamus petition to force ac- 
ceptance of their filings, on the 
ground that the districts as laid 
out were illegal and unconstitu- 
tional. This might produce an 
early court decision on the merits 
of the case.” 

Suits rejected by the Supreme 
Court included three. involving 
county senatorial and represen- 
tative districts, filed by the Coun- 
ty Leagues of Women Voters, 
McNary and Dunne, and two, in- 
volving senatorial districts in the 


city, by the city league and the

Perhaps “Death of a Salesman” won't be a popular film. 
It may be too strong medicine for many of the average movie 
audience. But for those who can take it, it will be a reward- 
ing experience. Willy’s story is a too common one. A hard- 
working, lovable man, all his life the victim of self-delusion, 


in faith in easy sucgess by force of personality, by “being 
well liked.” Now at the end of his rope, exhausted at the age 
of 63, bitterly disappointed in his two worthless sons whom he 
has raised in his own mold of self-deception, he is a failure 
without the philosophical reserve to accept it. 7

disillusioned Biff and Cameron Mitchell as the profligate Hap 
are also first-rate, 


Lots of Vivas. 

A darkly passionate, savage, brilliant and tremendously 
vivid film has been fashioned of the turmoil of Mexican 
revolution in “VIVA ZAPATA!” at the FOX THEATER, 
Here Director Elia Kazan and Author John Steinbeck have 

caught and flung on the screen a richly 
drawn, romanticized and fiery picture of 
Emiliano Zapata, leader of the 1912 revolu- 
tion in the south, who combined with 
Villa to unseat the dictator Diaz and put in 
office the scholarly and weak Madero. As 
played with fierceness and gusto by Marion 
Brando, the portrait of the idealistic in- 
surrectionist and his downfall and betrayal in the face of 
corruption and evil ig a magnificent job in another one of the 
really fine movies of the year. 

The scenes are so graphic, the composition and camera 
work so striking and so real that one almost feels he is living 
through them. Kazan and Steinbeck have captured the hot 
hatreds, the turbulence, the fatalism and the barbarous 
cruelties of the times. In their brooding, ferocious and 
dedicated protagonist, they have skillfully set up the problem 
of the man of action when he has triumphed in arms and 
feels baffled by the subtler problems of power, the intrigue, 
greed and treachery, the weaknesses of humans, the deteriora- 
tion of high aims, the recurrence of the historical truism 
that power corrupts. 

Of cruelties by the rurales, guerrilla warfare, savage 
fighting, the triumphant sweep of tatterdemalion rebel armies, 
and assassinations there is plenty. But the real guts of the 
film lie in its probing of the minds and wills of those typical 
figures in a revolutionary maelstrom, The frustrated tiger, 
Zapata, confronted by problems he cannot sink his teeth into 
and dispose of with a snarl. The ineffectual Madero (Harold 
Gordon), caught in the web of reaction and losing by vacillation 
all the impetus of revolution gained by the boldness of his 
peasant armies, finally walking into his death on a lonely 
road. The ruthless and silky Huerta. The bluff and tough 
Pancho Villa (Alan Reed), and the conference under a tree 
in which he and Zapata dispose of Mexico. Anthony Quinn 
as a crude revolutionary general, a brother of Zapata, stopping 
to gorge on the spoils of victory and meeting his end in a 
hail of vengeful bullets. Joseph Wiseman in a memorable 
portrayal of a revolutionary zealot whose lust for blood and 
violence knows no satiation, and who is corrupted just as 
much by that as some of the others are by greed. The idea 
that the only true revolution and eventual justice lies not in 
the unstable figures of leaders but in the slow strength of 
the people themselves. 


Lively Stuff. 

Cecil B. De Mille was the logical man to make a movie 
about the circus, as he has usually employed the tried and 
true circus technique in his films. Now that he has investi- 
gated the actual thing, the Ringling Brothers-Barnum and 

Bailey show, in “THE GREATEST SHOW ON 
EARTH,” at the MISSOURI, he has come up 
with a whopper. It is a spectacular, suspense- 
ful, colorful, blaring razzle-dazzle in brightest 
Technicolor, with all the circus thrills and a 
lot of melodramatic ones, including one 
humdinger of a train wreck, to boot. 
Somehow, the usual De Mille corn seems 
much more at home, the natural thing, against the gaudy and 
lusty backdrop of the big top. Two aerialists, a man and 
woman half in love with each other, stage a duel of thrills 


on the high trapezes, and your hair rises on the back of your ° 


neck as if you were actually there. A madly jealous elephant 
trainer is about to let one of the elephants mash his fickle 
sweetheart’s pretty face when he is foiled. The disappointed 
murderer -joins with another sorehead to roh the box-office 
coach, and then tries to stop the ensuing train wreck by 
driving his automobile with blazing headlights into the teeth 
of the approaching locomotive. A famous surgeon who killed 
his wife and has been hiding for 10 years under the mask of 
a clown, does an emergency operation on the circus boss 
after the wreck and thus reveals himself to the detective 
who has been shadowing him. The show goes on in spite of 
train wreck and death. 

These flamboyant materials have been handled by De 
Mille with a shrewd, experienced hand. The circus is made 
to seem more gigantic, more exciting and dazzling than it is 
in the version in the flesh. Interesting shots are interspersed 
demonstrating how the great show is moved on schedule, how 
the huge tent is.set up. There is something doing every 
minute, hurry, hurry, hurry. It’s really all very spectacular 
and fascinating. 

Betty Hutton and Cornel Wilde are quite real, both in 
splendid physiques, skill and dash as the aerialists (the press 
department swears no double was used for Miss Hutto3). 
Chariton Heston is the circus Simion Legree, Jimmy Stewart 
the Pagliaccio, and Gloria Grahame the elephant girl.

To “See With Your Own Eyes.” 


“Can this be true?—an arch ob- 
server cribs; 
Yes I saw it with these eyes. 
Sir! I believe it on that ground 
alone; 
I could not, had I seen it with 
my own.” 


HUS wrote William Cowper, 
T the English poet, under the 

heading of “Conversation.” 
And in another poem, called 
“Hope,” Cowper said, “Each man’s 
belief is in his own eyes.” Thus 
he is sometimes credited with the 
authorship of this rather strange 
expression, which all sorts of per- 
sons use regularly without 
thought to what a curious com- 
bination of words it is. Come to 
think of it, whose eyes would you 
see with, but your own? 

In the lines of verse quoted 
above, Cowper answers the ques- 
tion indirectly, and accordingly 
to “see with your own eyes” 
stands up a little better to analy- 
sis as a not entirely irrational ex- 
pression. 

However, he was not the author 
of the idea. Ht had its start only 
some decades before his time, 
but numerous writers before and 
after him in the eighteenth cen- 
tury, in which he wrote, made it 
grist for their mill. Its first ap- 
pearance in print seems to be in 
the works of a not very well re- 
membered English writer, J. Stev- 
ens, who started it off as a quite 
literal comment, “I have seen it 
with my own Eyes.”

It was a lovely drive from the 
airport to a palace occupied by 
Mr. and Mrs. Rose. Rose, who is 
associated with our Point 4 pro- 
gram, has been living in the pal- 
ace for sometime but his Wife and 
little girl joined him only 10 days 
ago. They hope eventually to have 
the offices on the first floor and 
have several other families live 
wih them, for in Napal one either 
lives in a palaca or in a tiny 
house with mud floors. 

At 7 p.m. the British Minister 
came to see me and at 8 o’clock 
we went to be received by King 


Tribhubana, The king drove me, 


to the hall where he was giving 
a buffet dinner in my honor. 
Afterwards there was dancing by 
the soldiers. One dance on the 
lawn, with swords, was particular- 
ly impressive. 
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WE WERE UP EARLY the next 
morning and I explored the house 
and grounds before breakfast with 
Mrs. Rose’s daughter as a guide. 
Then we started out and visited 
the Buddhist temple where the 
Chinese Lama resides, but he was 
away. We also visited several 
other temples and walked through 
the streets in a nearby city which 
Il found most interesting. We 
also walked about in Katmandu 
without attracting too much atten- 
tion and looked at the workers 
and bazaars. 


In Nepal there are two races. 
We saw many of a somewhat Mon- 
golian type; the others are Aryans. 
There is no industry; agriculture 
is the chief occupation. There is 
no railroad and the roads are very 
bad, and I would say that the 
main occupation of the people is 
carrying things on their backs. 

The big automobile that we 
rode about in was carried in over 
the mountains by the men on 
their backs. Trucks are brought 
‘here in the same manner, but the 


bodies are assembled after ar- 


rival. Most people come by train 
across Pakistan to the Nepal bor- 
der and then on horseback, get- 
ting off and walking when the 
road is too steep. The journey 


over the mountains takes a 
two days. 


x «*« * 

WE FELT VERY FAR from 
the world -but. it is certainly a 
good climate and really beautiful 
scenically. The present govern- 
ment is progressive, but .one 
could not change things too fast 
for these people. There have 
never been any statistics, so those 
in the party could not tell us if 
the population is going up or not. 
They did not know what the aver- 
age expectancy of life was, but 
one person did tell me that the 
hospitals were very bad. The gov- 
ernment is sending a few boys to 
study surgery in the’ United 
States under the Point 4 program 
and a number of other boys are 
away to study agriculture and 
forestry. : 

I hope they will not become too 
accustomed to the tools which are 
used in the United States so that 
their return to Nepal will not be 
one constant frustration. We met 
all these boys at a luncheon given 
by the Roses and met again the 
Prime Minister who had been 
most kind to us and who struck 
me as a most able and progres- 
sive man. 

By 3 p.m. we were off to 
fly down along the mountains to 
Calcutta. It was really a beautiful 
flight and we caught sight of Mt. 
Everest above the clouds, ,and 
then as we approached Darjeel- 
ing we saw another group of high 
mountains. The clouds around 
them enhanced their height,

Big Problem: Little Window 


By Elizabeth Hillyer 


ITTLE windows can be a prob- 
lem, especially when they float 
high and lonely on a big wall. 
Those all-too-common high din- 


ing room. windows can spoil a 


room that’s beautifully decorated, 
because they look skimpy and 
curtaining to fit them. looks 
skimpy, too. 

Try for something big when 
you tackle this problem. Give 
the little windows the effect of 
big windows with a cornice, floor 
length drapery and a shadow-box 
frame. 

Start the cornice higher than 
the windows, make it much wider 
that the window group. Hang 
the drapery on the wall beyond 
the window edges. Enclose the 
sides and sills with the shadow 
box frame and make it deep 
enough so leafy plants can be set 
on the sills, right there where 
they'll do well with plenty of 
light. 

By hanging no curtains at all 
over the actual window glass the 
room benefits from all the light 
the small windows can give. 

This treatment has the size 
needed both for room good looks 
and to balance a big sideboard. 
It gives a sideboard a background 
to make it stand out in impor- 
tance as it couldn’t before.

sets of furniture, I wanted to go 
a step further and create dishes 
and other accessories for the 
miniature rooms. I didn’t know 
what I could use for dishes until 
one day when I was walking with 
my dog through the woods I 
chanced to pick up an acorn. 

“That was the answer to my 
problem of ‘china.’ Then I started 
collecting wild flowers and weeds 
and when they were dried used 
them as ornaments.” 

She has made silver pitchers 
with acorns as the base and dried 
stems glued on for handles. She 
has created elaborate covers for 
the tiny containers from silvered 
leaves and blossoms. 

Some of the tea sets she has 
left in the natural brown colors 
of the acorns and stems. Some 
are finished in silver, others in 
copper lustre and brass. 

Always an enthusiastic garden- 


er, with a special interest in 
shrubs and trees, Mrs. Schweitzer 
has combined this with her hobby. 

“While collecting acorns I 
learned a great deal about oak 
trees,” she said. “There are 
hundreds of varieties but not 
many that I know of produce 
acorns and some do not produce 
every year. A great many of 
these tea sets cannot be repro- 
duced because there is a shortage 
of materials—not from a factory 
but from the garden and woods.”

TILL experimenting with the 
S use of acorns for miniature ar- 

ticles, she turned them into 
bowls, figurines and furniture. 
She has created tiny models of 
the Dionne quintuplets from 
acorns and dried blossoms and 
stems. 

Going naturally from furniture 
to decorative articles, she started 


browsing through picture cata- 
logs and magazines and has as- 
sembled a miniature art gallery 
with small photographs of famous 
paintings. Then came rugs made 
of fine cloth, hand hooked and 
crocheted. 

When she started to work on 
the chandeliers, she could think 
of nothing better than macaroni 
as a base. She found macaroni 
so utilitarian in the miniature 
furniture field that she created 
suites for one entire home—living 
room, dining room, bedroom, 
kitchen and hallway—from maca- 
roni. .This required about six 
months to complete. 

It wasn’t long béfore she re- 
fused to throw out a thing with- 
out eying it as a possible piece 
of furniture. She worked with 
wire, tin cans, twigs, wishbones, 
buttons, :‘ nuts, seed pods, pine 
cones, even clothespins. From 
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a laugh over her efforts to create 
exquisite articles out of cumber- 


few hours a week at her hobby, 
she has been busy the past several 
months preparing the current ex- 
hibition. In 1947, when her collec- 
tion was on display, it was seen 
by visitors from 40 states and five 
foreign countries. 

A native of St. Louis, Mrs. 
Schweitzer was reared in Jeffer- 
sonville, Ind., and attended high 
school there, taking two years of 
business training after graduation. 
Before her marriage, she was sec- 
retary for a wholesale dry goods 
house in Louisville, Ky. 

She is a member of the Webster 
Groves Garden Club, American 
Red Cross and the Catholic Wom- 
en’s League of Holy Redeemer 
Parish. She served four consecu- 
tive terms as general flower show 
chairman of the Webster Groves 
club and introduced hobby ex- 
hibits into the flower shows, 

Also growing out of her handi- 
craft hobby has been the decorat- 
ing of cookies, and frequently she 
is called upon to make them for 
club affairs. 

“The last time I did, I spent 
days decorating all the little cakes 
and cookies,” she said. “But no 
one would eat them. They all took 
them home for display.”

Blind Child 


In a Nursery 
School Group

é HY can’t he see?” the 
Wenitaren may ask when a 
blind child enters a nurs- 
ery school group. They ask this 
question in the same way that 
they might ask, “Why does he 
have red hair?” or “Why doesn’t 
he wear overalls like I de?” Most 
preschool children readily ac- 
cept the fact that children are 
not all alike. Most are ready 
and willing to give a blind child 
the help he needs in taking part 
in regular group activities. 

Miss Pauline Moore, preschool 
consultant at the Foundation for 
Vision at the Massachusetts Eye 
and Ear Infirmary, has described 
the marked success which has re- 
sulted from the Foundation’s ef- 
forts to help preschool blind 
children take part in regular 
nursery school groups. 

Particularly when the teacher 
takes pains to establish a good 
strong personal relationship with 
the child, and to help utilize his 
often superior abilities of touch 
and hearing, can the young child 
make a good adjustment to the 
ordinary nursery school. 

x * * 

MISS MOORE gives the fol- 
lowing standards for determin- 
ing when and whether a blind 
child is ready for nursery school. 

He should be able to: 

Move about easily and with a 
fair sense of direction. 

Orient himself without too 
much difficulty to new physical 
surroundings and personal situa- 
tions. 

Leave home without becoming 
unduly upset emotionally. 

Make known his toilet needs. 

Take things in his stride and 
show a certain amount of flex- 
ibility or adaptability. 

Express himself in simple lan- 
guage. 

Feel comfortable about going 
to school and enjoy it to the 
point of looking forward to school 
days.

school between 3% and 5 years. 
Of course, it must be kept in 
mind that the blind child at any 
given age is usually at a less ma- 
ture stage of motor development 


‘ than the seeing child; that he 


tends to move slowly in any situ- 
ation, and that he needs more 
practice in any activity than the 
average child. 


The effect on the school group — 


of having a blind child in its 
midst usually was considered to 
be extremely beneficial. It 
seemed, as a rule, to make the 
seeing children more responsible 
in that they tried to keep the 
equipment picked up and in 
place. It also made them more 
helpful to each other, and more 
respectful of the rights and ap- 
preciative of the capabilities and 
incapabilities of others. 

For the blind child himself, 
nursery school provides an atmos- 
phere where he can have the ex- 
perience of taking part in an ex- 
tremely positive way in the activ- 
ities of seeing children of his own 
age. He finds early that he can 
in many respects meet the sighted 
world without excessive difficulty. 

Miss Moore concludes her re- 
port with the note that “this type 
of experience in which he knows 
happy relationships, security and 
a sense of his own individuality 
will have a profound effect upon 
his later life.” 
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Fix It Yourself

OMETIME last fall we had just 
§ finished a paint job when 

someone came around and we 
got to talking. Next thing we 
knew it was time for dinner and 
then it was Christmas and so now 
it’s spring and we've got some 
pretty miserable paint brushes on 
our hands. Shows that talk can 
be dangerous. 

First thing we are going to do 
with these brushes is to remove 
the old hard paint from the bris- 
tles by soaking them in a good 
paint solvent. 

Once the paint is soft we'll 
comb it out with an old iron 
comb and eventually we'll get the 
brush pretty clean. 

Then we'll go to work and try 
to straighten out the bristles. The 
way we do this is to soak the 
brush in some machine oil and 
then lay it on a hot piece of metal 
until the oil in the bristles starts 
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to sizzle. While the bristles are 
still hot we'll reshape and hold 
them like this with a metal strip 
or two. 

When the brush jis cool, all that 
oil will have to be removed which 
can be done easily enough with 
some mineral spirits. The mineral 
spirits will have to be rinsed off 
with benzol, and that’s the end.

The only successful declarer 
was the one who employed the 
proper technique.
